■ .Time  has  run  out  on  Roger  Maris  but  it’s  galloping 
swiftly  along  for  the  Cincinnati  Reds  in  their  rush  to  a 
World  Series  date  with  the  New  York  Yankees. 

If  Maris  hit  his  59th  homer  to  help  the  Yankees  beat  the 
Baltimore  Orioles,  4-2,  Wednesday  night  and  clinch  their 
26th  American  League  pennant.  In  his  last  three  times  at 
bat,  however,  he  was  unable  to  hit  the  60th  homer  that 
would  have  earned  him  a share  of  baseball  immortality  with 
Babe  Ruth.

He  ,was  formerly  associated 
with  the  Utah  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  as  director 
of  libraries  and  school  building 
problems  and  has  been  an  of- 
ficer in  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America.  Utah  Congress  of  Par- 
ents and  Teacher,  Salt  Lake 
County  Law  Enforcement  Com- 
mittee. Governor’s  White  House 
Conference  Committee  and  Utah 
Library  Association. 

HE  FORMERLY  was  presi- 
dent of  Provo  Stake  and  was 
first  president  of  the  BYU  Stake. 

Dr.  Belnap  is  president  of 
BYU  Stake  and  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion. He  formerly  served  as  di- 
rector of  Undergraduate  Studies 
in  Religion:  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  LDS  Organiza- 
tion and  Administration.  1952- 
1953.  and  director  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Religion,  1954-1958.  He 
was  bishop  of  the  Eleventh  Ward 
of  the  original  BYU  Stake. 

HE  RECEIVED  the  B.S.  de- 
gree in  1946  at  BYU.  M.A.  in 
1950  and  the  Ed.D.  in  1951.  the 
latter  two  at  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. 

Before  joining  the  BYU  staff 
in  1951.  he  was  principal  of 
Roosevelt  High  School  Seminary 
and  director  of  a youth  camp  in 
New  York.

Security  head  asks  students’  help 


A plea  for  cooperation  from 
all  BYU  students  to  keep  the 
school  laws  during  the  new 
year  was  given  today  by  Swen 
C.  Nielsen,  newly  appointed  cap- 
tain of  campus  police. 

HE  STRESSED  that  all  stu- 
dents become  acquainted  with 
the  laws.  Traffic  laws  create  a 
problem,  since  students  come 
from  most  of  the  states  in  the 
Union  and  many  foreign  coun- 
tries, each  having  different 
traffic  regulations. 

New  powers  have  been  given 
to  campus  police,  according  to 
Nielsen.  Previously  they  had 
authority  mainly  on  campus, 
but  they  now  are  endowed  with 
authority  of  Utah  County  dep- 
uty sheriffs. 

Cooperation  in  reporting  all 
crimes  on  and  around  campus 
was  also  stressed.  Many  times 
female  students  fail  to  report  to 
campus  police  such  crimes  as 
indecent  exposure  because  of 
embarressment. 

“If  such  things  do  take  place 
and  are  reported  the  victim’s 
name  will  be  held  in  strict  con- 
fidence,” he  said.  Even  an  an- 
onymous phone  call  would  be 
appreciated,  he  added. 

NIELSEN  EXPLAINED  a 

new  system  for  detecting  prow- 


lers who  do  not  belong  on  cam- 
pus. Patrolmen  on  night  duty 
will  request  identification  from 
anyone  wandering  around  cam- 
pus. Their  names  will  be  filed 
in  the  Security  Office  for  fur- 
ther reference. 


This  filing  is  not  to  be  con- 
strued as  a black  mark  on  the

student’s  record.  It  is  to  be 
used  mainly  as  a reference  for 
the  officers  to  check  so  those 
with  night  missions  will  not  be 
apprehended.  If  a student  has 
business  around  the  campus  af- 
ter hours  then  the  file  will  help 
prove  this,  he  said. 

The  campus  force  lias  two 
full-time  and  11  part-time  offi- 
cers, he  said.  At  least  one  nem- 
ber  of  the  force  is  on  duty  24 
hours  a day. 

A patrolman  drives  through 
the  campus  area,  occasionally 
stopping  to  check  buildings  for 
prowlers.  Nielsen  pointed  with 
pride  to  the  apprehension  of 
two  burglars  in  recent  years 
who  were  attempting  to  crack 
the  Maeser  Bldg  safe.  An  alert 
patrolman  followed  the  smell  of 
cigarette  smoke  which  led  him 
to  the  culprits. 

THE  YOUNG  POLICE  cap- 
tain admitted  that  there  are 
some  traffic  hazards  on  campus 
and  said  he  would  try  to  elim- 
inate them.  He  is  willing  to  lis- 
ten to  any  suggestions  pertain- 
ing to  such  problems.

Russell  calls 
stay  in  jail 
big  holiday 

LONDON,  (UPI)  — Britain’s 
philosopher  Bertrand  Russell, 
most  distingished  ex-convict, 
says  he’s  ready  to  return  to 
prison  if  necessary  to  save  the 
world  from  atomic  ‘disaster.” 

Russell,  89,  back  in  his  Lon- 
don home  after  seven  days  in 
a London  jail  because  he  took 
part  in  an  anti-nuclear  demon- 
stration banned  by  police,  said 
prison  afforded  him  a “holiday” 
to  catch  up  on  some  back  read- 
ing. 

RUSSELL  said  he  was  pleas- 
ed at  the  outcome  and  publicity 
given  the  mass  sitdown  demon- 
stration Sunday  at  London’s 
Trafalgar  Square  in  which  1,310 
persons  were  arrested — about 
half  of  whom  were  jailed.  Yes- 
terday more  than  600  persons 
filed  through  10  London  courts 
paying  fines  of  mostly  $2.80  and 
$5.60,  although  some  were 
higher. 

More  “ban  the  bomb”  demon- 
strators were  to  appear  in  court 
today.  They  take  the  position 
Britain  should  lead  America  and 
Russia  into  nuclear  disarma- 
ment by  unilaterally  doing  so 
first. 

HIS  JAIL  sentence,  Russell 
said,  helped  the  cause  of  the 
anti-nuclear  bomb  “committee 
of  100”  of  which  he  is  president. 
He  said  he  had  received  en- 
couraging letters  from  all  over 
the  world,  including  Denmark, 
Japan,  America,  Czecholovakia 
and  Poland.

2 tablespoons  brown  sugar 
COMBINE  all  ingredients  and 
simmer  over  low  heat  until 
syrupy.  Into  the  syrup  mixture 
place  3 or  4 sliced  peaces  (fresh 
or  canned)  and  stir  carefully 
until  well  coated  with  the  syrup. 
Place  peaches  and  syrup  in  a 
well-greased'  8x8  baking  pan  and 
allow  to  cool  as  you  mix  the 
cake  batter.
